regularity that she may depend on 
it, can ie allowed the additional 
$"200; provided however that the 
.mother has become sufficiently aged 
to l)e without doubt physically 
in- 


capacitated for self support. Other- 
wise, the amount contributed must 
be -considered as a gift, not deduct- 
ible as an expense and not entitling 
him to the additional exemption re- 
gardless of amount. 


A father may claim the exemption 


for every child under eighteen years 
of age. But if one of his children re- 
ceives, from some estate or other- 
wise, sufficient distributed income to 
provide for the expense of his sup- 
port in'the station of life in which 
he is placed, the father cannot claim 
the' exemption . with respect to that 
child, for, although the 
child 
is 


legally dependent upon him he is in 
fact ^financially independent.

day to comment on the result of this 
probe, they intimated the evidence 
shifted the blame for the slaying to 
other shoulders. 


The bullet-pierced body of J. 


Stanley Brown was found slumped 
over the wheel of his automobile on 
a lonely .patch of the 
TTtica road 


near here the morning of Dee. 24. It 
was believed he had been 
killed 


shortly before midnight. 


'For a time clues were few. Lloyd 


Prevost was known to have been a 
close friend of Brown and also to 
have been friendly with his cousin, 
Sirs. Ruth Brown, the victim's wife. 
He and Mrs. Brown were both de- 
tained for 
questioning but 
later 


were released because of "lack of 
evidence". 


Mrs. 
Brown was permitted to at- 


tend he'r husband's funeral the day 
after Christmas in the custody of an 
officer. 


Macomlt county authorities were 


apparently making little headway 
with the investigation and Attorney 
Gen. Groesbeck entered the inquiry 
A week later he announced 
Cer-il 


Beatrice Vester, a Battle Creek girl 
charged definitely with the 
crime, 


was not guilty.. 


The next day Prevost was ativst- 


ed and charged with slaying Brown. 
He stood mute when arraigned. 


At no time has the'state divulgeci 


the evidence gained by GroesT>eck as 
secret inquiry on which Prevost will 
be 7>roseeuted.
